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SUMMARY 


l. Robert E. Waldron, Capt , USAFR, born 1 January 1927, is an Air 
Force Reserve officer assigned to the 9999th Air Reserve Squadron, 
Andrews Air Force Base, Maryland. 


2. A background investigation conducted on Waldron by a reliable 
Government agency in connection with his application for employment 
in a sensitive federal position was completed in December 1963. This 
investigation reflects adversely upon Waldron's moral character and 
raises a serious question of his continued assignment in the Air Force 
Reserves, particularly from a security point of view. In brief the 
following information was developed: 


An allegation was made by a former acquaintance that Waldron, dur- 
int December 1962, had on one occasion made homosexual advances 
toward him while both were sleeping in a double bed together at subject's 
home in Washington, D. C. Upon being questioned by the acquaintance 
in regard to this incident Waldron reportedly admitted that he was not 
romantically attracted to women but was so attracted to some men. 
According to the acquaintance, Waldron was remorseful over the incident 
and promised not to make any more advances. This acquaintance further 
advanced the opinion that Waldron was rather a high strung type of person 
and if he was dismissed from Government employment because of homo- 
sexual tendencies that he might attempt suicide. In addition to the above, 
the investigation further reflects that Waldron resided for four years with 
a person who had admitted e:igaging in a homosexual act. Another person 
who was Waldron's roommate for a period of time had previously resided 
with an admitted homosexual. Also, the names of two former neighbors 
and close friends of Waldron's were found in the address book of a person 
who lived with an admitted homosexual. Two interviewees who had been 
employed in the same office as Waldron for substantial periods of time 
reported having heard numerous rumors that Waldron is a homosexual. 


3. This investigation coupled with a review of Waldron's Master Military 
Personnel Records File, disclosed discrepancies which reflect a possible 
falsification of his claimed educational achievements. On his application 
for Government employment, Standard Form 86, titled "Security Investi- 
gation Data"; dated 26 October 1963, Waldron claimed a BBA degree and 
two years of law school from the University of Texas which was confirmed 
by investigation. On Waldron's "Application For Appointment In The Air 
Force Reserve", (undated) AF Form 24, Waldron claimed a LLB degree 
from the University of Texas. There is no record of Waldron having been 
awarded a LLB degree from the University of Texas.
